DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 21-40 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record, taken alone or in combination, fails to teach or disclose in light of the specifications, a 
liquid crystal display wherein the pixel electrode is divided into a plurality of sub pixel 
electrodes, a slit is located between adjacent sub pixel electrodes, and the portion of the common 
electrode is under the closed slit; a plurality of liquid crystal molecules disposed between the 
first and second substrate and transformed from splay state to bend state, and in particular, 
wherein the transformed molecules are positioned only above the closed slit.
